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SUBJECT: EXECUTIVE FORCE REVIEW COMMITTEE DISPOSITION: 
DEPUTY ADRIAN DOMINGUEZ 
COPS BUREAU 


On Monday, June 9, 2008, at approximately 2040 hours, Deputy Adrian Dominguez 
used force to overcome Suspect Carl Bradley's resistence. Suspect Bradley 
sustained a fractured left mandible. 


Deputies Adrian Dominguez and Heriberto Fernandez Jr. were assigned as 210N1 
and tasked to monitor the gang area known as Craver Park. 


As Deputies Dominguez and Fernandez were patrolling the apartment complex at 
418" Place and Compton Street, they noticed a group of individuals near a vehicle. 
The individuals quickly scattered upon seeing the patrol vehicle. Deputies 
Dominguez and Fernandez were drawn to one of the individuals that matched the 
description of an assault suspect and approached him, Suspect Bradley. They 
noticed Suspect Bradley had his hands in his pockets and instructed him to reveal 
his hands. Suspect Bradley did not comply and became belligerent. He also tried to 
walk away, at which time Deputy Dominguez quickly grabbed Suspect Bradley's left 
arm. Suspect Bradley pulled away and retreated to a combative stance. 


Deputy Dominguez feared Suspect Bradley was going to strike him, and instinctively 
punched Suspect Bradley in the face. Suspect Bradley fell back and Deputy 
Dominguez immediately ordered Suspect Bradley to turn onto his stomach. Deputy 
Dominguez quickly handcuffed Suspect Bradiey, who then became compliant. 


Suspect Bradley was medically treated by Dr. Goff at Coast Plaza Doctors Hospital 
for a fractured left mandible. 


On May 28, 2009, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted 
a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated 
by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 


MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the 
Committee determined that the force used by Deputy Adrian Dominguez ay 
was reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


MPP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 


tactics employed by Deputy Adrian Dominguez FO this incident were within 
Department Policy.

Incident Details 


Deputies Dominguez and Fernandez were on loan to the COPS Bureau CIT team. Deputies were tasked by 
Sergeant Shawn Jones to identify Craver Gang members as assault crimes have been increasing. 


While patrolling the area of 148th Place and Compton Avenue, Deputies Dominguez and Fernandez noticed 
several individuals standing next to a parked vehicle that was parked in the fire lane. They also noticed that one 
of the males (later identified as the suspect) matched the general description of an assault suspect. 


Deputies Dominguez and Fernandez approached the group and the suspect immediately cursed at the deputies. 
The deputies ordered the suspect to relax and to remove his hands from his pockets. The suspect attempted to 
walk away from the deputies, at which time Deputy Dominquez grabbed the suspect. 


The suspect pulled away and positioned himself in a fighting stance and challenged the deputies by stating, 
"Now what motherfuckers.” Deputy Dominquez feared he was going to be assaulted by the suspect, and 
punched the suspect. Deputy Dominquez landed one punched the left side of the suspect's jaw. The suspect 
fell to the ground and was handcuffed without resistances. 


The suspect complained of pain to his jaw and was transported to Coast Plaza Hospital. The suspect was 
diagnosed with a fracture at the ramus of the left mandible. Dr. Goff cleared the suspect for booking.

Deputies 
Dominguez and Fernandez were drawn to one of the individuals that matched the 
description of an assault suspect and approached him, Suspect Carl Bradley. They 
noticed Suspect Bradley had his hands in his pockets and instructed him to reveal his 
hands. Suspect Bradley did not comply and became belligerent. He also attempied to 
walk away, at which time Deputy Dominguez quickly grabbed Suspect Bradley's left arm. 
Suspect Bradley pulled away and retreated to a combative stance. 


Deputy Dominguez feared Suspect Bradley was going to strike him, and instinctually 
punched Suspect Bradley in the face. Suspect Bradley fell forward to the ground, and 
Deputy Dominguez immediately handcuffed Suspect Bradley, who then became 
compliant. 


Suspect Bradley complained of pain to his face and was transported to Coast Plaza 
Hospital. Suspect Bradley was treated by the emergency room physician, Doctor Goff, 
who diagnosed Suspect Bradley with a fracture left mandible. Doctor Goff subsequently 
authorized Suspect Bradley's booking. 
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Internal Affairs Bureau Acting Lieutenant Sergeant Scott Hill was notified and Sergeants 
Jack Ramirez and Irma Torres Chevalier responded to Century Station to conduct an 
administrative review of the incident. The following review is based on written 
documentation, interviews of witnesses, involved deputies, and medical staff.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Adrian Dominguez, i --- interviewed on July 1, 2008, at 1210 hours, 
by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Jack Ramirez and Carlos Flores at Internal Affairs 
Bureau. Deputy Dominguez was also interviewed on April 30, 2009, for a follow up 
interview by Sergeants Irma Chevalier and Diana Gealta. Deputy Dominguez was 
represented by Attorney Adam Marangell from LASPA during both interviews. The 
interviews were digitally recorded for review and the following is a summary on the 
incident. 


Deputy Dominguez stated that on the indicated date and time he was working 210N1, 
directed patrol in the area of Carver Park, which encompasses 118th Place and Compton 
Avenue. This location is known as an area for Carver Park Gang members to congregate. 
The Carver Park Gang has been named as a targeted gang that has been committing 
assaults and murders. 
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Deputy Dominguez indicated as he and his partner, Deputy Fernandez, drove into the 
apartment complex, they saw a group of approximately five to six Black males standing 
around a van that was illegally parked. The vehicle driver's door was open and after the 
group looked in the deputies direction, the group immediately disassociated themselves 
from the vehicle, 


One Black male (Suspect Bradley) caught Deputy Dominguez’ attention because he was 
wearing a black hooded sweatshirt and black pants. Deputy Dominguez was aware that 
a gunshot assault occurred approximately an hour earlier, and the suspect was described 
as wearing a black sweatshirt and black pants. Having this knowledge, Deputy Dominguez 
advised Deputy Fernandez of the Suspect’s black attire and they proceeded to approach 
the group of men. As they contacted the individuals, Suspect Bradley immediately 
became belligerent, cursing, “Fuck you, motherfuckers. Get the fuck away from here, you 
guys can’t do shit to me.” 


Deputy Dominguez stated that while Suspect Bradley was making these comments, he 
had his hands tucked by his waistband. Deputies Dominguez and Fernandez gave the 
group an order to show their hands and to walk to the patrol vehicle. All the males, with 
the exception of Suspect Bradley, complied with the order. Suspect Bradley was then 
ordered numerous times to remove his hands from his waistband, but he refused to 
comply. 


Deputy Dominguez added he and is partner positioned themselves in a manner to 
maintain a visual on the group and Suspect Bradley. During this time, the Suspect 
continued to “motnerfuck” them and refused to show his hands. Suspect Bradley 
attempted to bypass Deputy Fernandez. Deputy Dominguez instinctively reacted and 
grabbed Suspect Bradley’s left arm to detain him. 


Suspect Bradley immediately pulled and broke free from Deputy Dominguez’ grasp, and 
took a fighting stance, while saying, “now what motherfucker.” Deputy Dominguez feared 
Suspect Bradley was going to strike him, and immediately punched Suspect Bradley on 
the left side of his face. 


Suspect Bradley fell face first onto the ground. Deputy Dominguez quickly placed his 
knee on Suspect Bradiey’s back and handcuffed him. During this time, Deputy Fernandez 
ensured the other males did not become involved and radioed for back-up. 


After assisting units arrived, Deputy Dominguez searched Suspect Bradley and retrieved 
a Smith & Wesson knife from his pocket. 


Deputy Dominguez indicated he noticed a female sitting in the driver's seat of the vehicle 
but did not have any contact with her during the detention. Deputy Dominguez also 
commented that the other detained individuals were not searched until after Suspect 
Bradley was in custody. 
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Deputy Dominguez was presented with photographs of the scene (Exhibit D). 
IAB Note: Photographs of the scene were taken on January 28, 2009. 


Deputy Dominguez iflustrated on photograph #6 (Exhibit E) where the incident occurred 
in relation to the patrol vehicle and the suspect's vehic‘e. The suspect's illegally parked 
vehicle was along the east red curb and the patrol vehicle south west of the apartment 
complex driveway’s entry. 


Deputy Dominguez further referenced Deputy Fernancez position with the letter “F”, the 
“S” represents Suspect Bradley initial position, and the “D” represents Deputy Dominguez’ 
use of force with Suspect Bradley.

SUSPECT'S STATEMENTS: 


Suspect Carl Bradley was first interviewed on June 9, 2008, at 2110 hours, by COPS 
Sergeart Shawn Jones #295002. The interview was conducted in the field and was video 
recorded (Exhibit G). 


Suspect Bradley stated that a patrol vehicle rushed into the parking lot and the deputies 
ordered everyone in the area to place their hands on the hood of the patrol vehicle. 
Suspect Bradley indicated he did not think the deputies were speaking to him, so he did 
not comply with the deputies orders, and continued to walk toward his| 


One of the deputy’s told him to stop, as he had to be searched. Suspect Bradley told the 
deputy he did not want to be search, and requested fora supervisor to be summoned. 
Suspect Bradley indicated . ae ina conversation with 
the deputies as to why he had to be searched. Suspect Bradley wanted to de-escalate 
the situation between the deputies and hisin therefore agreed to be searched. 


Suspect Bradley stated that in the process of being searched, he slipped and hit his face 
against the ground. Suspect Bradley denied he was struck by the deputy and indicated 
he had not sustained any injury, and concluded by stating he did not want to go to jail.

Suspect Bradley was also interviewed on June 10, 2008, at 0335 hours, by Internal Affairs 


Sergeants Jack Ramirez and Irma Chevalier. The interview was conducted at the Century 
Regional Detention Facility booking front area. 
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Suspect Bradley stated he was walking toward his vehicle when the deputies erratically 
drove into the parking lot and ordered everyone to put their hands on the patrol vehicle. 
Suspect Bradley immediately thought it was wrong for the deputies to be driving in that 
manner, and that it was unnecessary for the deputies to pull out their guns, as there were 
children in the area. 


Deputy Fernandez told Suspect Bradley to approach as he needed to be searched. 
Suspect Bradley told Deputy Fernandez there was no justification for the search and 
requested for the Captain to be summoned, as he was not going to allow himself to be 
searched. 


Deputy Fernandez then directed his attention to Witnes o was seated in driver's 
seat of the van. Deputy Fernandez told Suspect Bradley he was no longer going to deal 
with him directly and was going to deal with Witnes N Suspect Bradley did not want 
his J (witness nor his that were in the van, to become involved and told 
Deputy Fernandez he would consent to the search. Suspect Bradley took a few steps 
toward Deputy Fernandez, who again told Suspect Bradley he did not want to deal with 
him, and told him not to get near him. 


Suspect Bradley indicated Deputy Dominguez must have heard their discussion because 
he finished searching the other detained males, and proceeded over to his location near 
the side of the van. 


Deputy Dominguez told Suspect Bradley he was going to be searched. Suspect Bradley 
responded by telling him to first summon the Captain. Deputy Dominguez again told him 
he was going to search him and reached toward him. Suspect Bradley told Deputy 
Dominguez no, he was not going to be searched, at which time Deputy Dominguez 
grabbed his arm. Immediately after Deputy Dominguez grabbed his arm, he turned 
towards him so that he now faced Deputy Dominguez. Deputy Dominguez punched him 
in the face and he fell forward onto the ground. 


Suspect Bradley stated that at no time was he going to strike Deputy Dominguez. 
Suspect Bradley also indicated he understood that the deputies have a difficult job, and 
he would never do anything to give deputies the impression he was resistive.

Deputy Heriberto Fernandez Jr, RB 2: interviewed on July 1, 2008, at 1101 
hours, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Jack Ramirez and Carlos Flores at the 
Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Fernandez was also interviewed on April 30, 2009, fora 
follow up interview by Sergeants Irma Chevalier and Diana Gealta. Deputy Fernandez 
was represented by Attorney Bonnie Lane from the Law Offices of Green & Shinee during 
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both interviews. The interviews were digitally recorded for review and the following is a 
summary of the incident. 


Deputy Fernandez stated he and his partner, Deputy Dominguez, were patrolling the area 
of 118th and Compton Avenue, a known Carver Park Crip hangout. As they drove onto 
418th Place from Compton Avenue, Deputy Fernandez saw several Black males 
congregating around a van. As the males noticed the patrol vehicle, they immediately 
walked away from the vehicle, to disassociate themselves. 


Deputy Fernandez indicated he and his partner approached the males and ordered them 
toward their patrol vehicle. Suspect Bradley immediately became upset and belligerent. 
Deputy Fernandez also noticed Suspect Bradley had his hands tucked into his sweatshirt, 
and after being given numerous orders to reveal his hands, he continuously refused. 


Suspect Bradley did not comply with their request and started to walk away. Deputy 
Dominguez grabbed Suspect Bradley's left arm, and Suspect Bradley immediately pulled 
away, and broke free from the grip. Suspect Bradley took a fighting stance and 
yelled,“Now what, motherfuckers.” At that point, Deputy Dominguez struck Suspect 
Bradley once on the left side of his face and Suspect Bradley fell forward onto the 
ground. As Deputy Dominguez handcuffed Suspect Bradley, Deputy Fernandez radioed 
for assistance as they still had the other males detainec, that had not yet been searched. 


Deputy Fernandez indicated that at no time during the detention of the males or the 
suspect did he communicate with Witness Communication with her occurred after 
Suspect Bradley was taken into custody. 


Deputy Fernandez was presented with Exhibit D, which consists of 7 photographs of 
where the incident occurred.

Deputy Fernandez illustrated on photograph #6 (Exhibit F) where the transpired in relation 
to the patrol vehicle and the suspect’s vehicle.

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After the deputy handcuffed Suspect Bradley, the deputy placed his foot on Suspect 
Bradiey’s neck, while he searched him. 


Witness {I stated he was within two feet of Suspect Bradley and he never heard 
the deputies tell Suspect Bradley to take his hands out of his pockets, and he never saw 
Suspect Bradley with his hands in his pockets. Witness D<- Suspect 
Bradley's demeanor as calm. 


Witness ma also stated that after the deputy punched Suspect Bradley, the 
assisting deputy had a look of shock. Wimess B nterpreted the look to signify that 
the punched was unwarranted.

police vehicle pull up into the first parking lot. The deputies exited their vehicle in a hostile 
manner and started to search everyone. 


One deputy approached Suspect Bradley at his vehicle, and asked to search him. 
Suspect Bradley refused to be searched because he did not want to be searched in the 
presence of his Suspect Bradley also told the deputy not to be harassing him 
in front of his 


At the point, Suspect Bradley's ME who was seated in the driver's seat , 
started to talk with the deputy. As the two conversed, Suspect Bradley dropped his 
driver’s license and asked to step between the deputy and Ms. Ein an effort to pick 
up his license. The deputy denied him access and told Suspect Bradley to walk around. 
As the suspect walked behind the deputy, the second deputy came out of nowhere and 
in one quick motion punched Suspect Bradley in the face. Suspect Bradley fell to the 
ground and the deputy struck him on the back, and then handcuffed him. 


Witness stated he understands that the deputies are doing a dangerous job and 
perhaps the second deputy misinterpreted Suspect Bradley's actions when he was 
retrieving his driver's license.
